5 5 . (Previously Presented): The control center interface of Claim 54, wherein said file synchronization 
system includes: 

a synchronization progress interface, displayed as a result of selection of said begin synchronization 
module, identifying the progress of synchronization information between said first computing device and said 
second computing device. 

56. (Previously Presented): The control center interface of Claim 45, further comprising: 

a file transfer interface, providing the ability to select at least one item of information for transferring 
between said first computing device and said second computing device. 

Remarks 

The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Office Action mailed October 28, 

2003. 

Claims 32-56 were pending in the Application prior to the outstanding Office Action. In the current 
Office Action, the Examiner has indicated that Claims 32-56 are subj ect to restriction in accordance with one 
of the following two groups:
